Annual Address of the President 
of the New England Holstein- 
Friesian Club, Cc. W. Wood. 

Gentlemen: One year has quickly 
rolled around since the organization of 
this ciub, and since I was called upon 
as your president to undertake the du- 
ties encumbent upon the office. 
becomes my duty at this second annual 
meeting to return to you the authority 
bestowed upon me, to lay down the 
work and the honor of the office im- 
posed, and report back to you the pro- 
gress which has been made during the 
year as well as to offer you some sug- 
gestions which a year’s experience may 
have presented as to the needs and 
necesities of the work during the com- 
ing vear. 

We have held during the year five 
meetings. First, at the Messrs. Field, at 
Brockton; second, at the farm of Mr. 
Knowles, at Auburn, Mas.; third, at 
the Brooks house, in Brattleboro, Vt., 
upon invitation of Mr. F. L. Houghton, 
the national secretary; fourth, upon the 
fair grounds at Waterville, Me., as 
guests of the Waterville Board of Trade 
and the ‘Maine Fair Assocition, and 
lastly, we find ourselves assembled here. 
Every meeting has been quite well at- 
tended with a possible exception. The 
meeting at Maine was not generaly at- 
tended, but we have reason to believe 
that our gathering there will prove pro- 
ductive of a great deal of good to the 


It now 


breed. 

During the year as your executive 
officer I have received many letters and 
many inquiries as to the breed and the 
work. So far I have found it necessary 
to communicate with at least four hun- 
dred people during the twelve months 
last past. A little careful computation 
leads me to the conclusion, if the lines 
in these letters were drawn out in one 
direction they would cover over a mile 
in length of correspondence. As your 
representative I have been the guest and 
speaker of the New York Club of Hol- 
stein-Friesian Breeders, which met at 
Syracuse. 

During the year I have had the good 
fortune to be associated with an execu- 
tive committee who, by their kindly co- 
operation and valuable counsel, have 
contributed greatly to the success of my 
administration and have laid both your 
president and the organization under 
great obligation. I desire also to make 


acknowledgment to the other officers of 
the association who have ever been 
ready to render any assistance required, 
and to especially bring to your attention 
the fact whatever success has attended 
the administration of the past year 
should be very generally accredited to 
the services of our valuable secretary, 
C. W. Wolcott, of this association, who 
deserves to be kept in office during his 
natural life; and I trust that the asso- 
ciation will not lose sight of the fact 
and join with me in the fond wish that 
he may live very many, years to perform 
the duties in this capacity, for which 
he is so peculiarly well-fitted. 


I cannot emphasize too much the value 
of the services that have been rendered 
me by Mr. F. L. Houghton, secretary 
of the National Association, not only 
in his capacity as one of the executive 
committee but also in his capacity as a 
secretary of the National Association 
and as an individual. His services and 
counsel have been invaluable. With his 
assistance, and with comparative little 
expense, borne by this association, this 
club bas been instrumental in distribué- 
ing throughout the various States of 
New England literature by mail or by 
individuals, at the various agricultural 
fairs, at the lowest estimate 12,000 cir- 
culars, pamphlets or books, conveying 
to the populace the advantage of owning 
and the manifest merits of the Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. 


IT have caused during the year to be 
gathered together through various 
means photographs of the leading one 
hundred cattle of the world, and from 
those photos I have caused lantern slides 
to be made, which can be always kept 
and used whenever we desire, enabling 
one to throw upon the canvas a life-size 
picture, together with a record of these 
The pictures were 
shown at Svracuse at an annual meet- 
ing of the National Association, and I 
think it safe to say created intense in- 
terest. They were shown at the Water- 
ville fair at an evening gathering in the 
darkness of the night, when it was esti- 
mated seven thousand people witnessed 
them. This exhibition, together with a 
liberal distribution of literature, which 
had been prepared by Mr. Houghton, it 
is safe to say created an interest which 
has never before been known in the 
State of Maine, and was so novel ‘in its 


various individuals. 
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character as to be commented upon by 
the press very largely throughout the 
State as well as the adjoining States. 
We cannot but fell that this collection 
will continue to prove of material ad- 
vantage and continue to create an inter- 
est and attract attention to this breed 
of cattle in a way that has never before 
been attained. 

But a few years ago, scarcely five, the 
breeders of this breed of cattle were 
few indeed, and the merits of the breed 
were very little known. In fact such a 
prejudice existed against them that many 
who had been in years past keeping 
them had found it to advantage to dis- 
pose of them and go into other kind of 
cattle. This has all been changed, and 
the change has come most entirely with 
in the last five years, and we believe it 
is safe to say that one-half of all the 
progress that has been made in this di- 
rection has been made during the past 
year. People have become better in- 
formed, until a larger number of Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle have been trans- 
ferred in the State of Massachusetts 
alone during the past vear than of all 
other registered breeds combined, and 

the work has but just begun. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of farmers who 
have heard the glad tidings are seeking 
further information to discover if possi- 
ble if the declarations which they hear 
are true. The time is already past when 
it is an open question what kind of cat- 
tle to keep upon the hillsides and in the 
valleys of New England. Prejudice has 
all been overcome. Information has 
been gradually scattered, assertions have 
been carefully investigated. the truth 


very generally established, until 


today 
you hardly find a man well informed 
who will even intimate that any other 
breed of cattle are so well calculated to 
meet the requirements of the human 
family or of the agriculturist in a busi- 
ness way as our own black and whites. 

You are all well aware that a Hol. 
stein-Friesian cow of today holds the 
records of the world for butter: that 
that same cow is living in New England 
and owned by a member of this asso 
ciation. This is also true of the cow 
that holds the record for the production 
of milk, which records are beyond ques 
tion or of cavil, having been made un- 
der the closest scrutiny and observation 
of and received the approval of the offi- 
cers of the experiment station connected 
with the Agricultural College at Am- 
herst. These two cows are by no means 
in a class by themselves. Many others 
are owned in New England today, and 
many more in every portion of the coun- 
try, who under the same circumstances 
might have equalled the records, but 
who have, at any rate, records of credit 
themselves, which put to‘rest the matter 
of any possible controversy and makes 
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it clear to the more prejudiced mind 
that there is no comparison to be made 
between the advantages coming to the 
farmer or coming to the consumer 
through the merits of the Holstein- 
Friesian cow or that of other breeds. 

These truths having been promul- 
gated more generally during the past 
vear have created an interest in and de- 
mand for Holstein cattle far beyond the 
supply, both in New England and else- 
where. During the vear your president 
has been in a position to know of this. 
and he can tell vou today, and produce 
to you written evidence to prove the 
truth of his declaration, when he says 
to vou that the demand is more than 
four times the supply. Not a man in 
New England or elsewhere who has 
any of these cattle but can dispose of 
them immediately at a price very, very 
profitable as compared to the cost of 
raising. While it is very generally 
known, vet it may not be entirely out 
of place for me to reiterate in your 
hearing the fact that these cattle, unlike 
any others, prosper in any climate; that 
they are now scattered all over the plains 
of the West and present a very promi- 
nent position on the Pacific coast. Nor 
has the demand for these creatures 
stopped there. Drifting along down 
through Southern California. and from 
the Widdle Western States. both this 
side and the other of the ‘Mississippi, 
renresentatives of the breed in large 
numbers have found their way into 
Texas and down into Central America 
and Mexico, as wel as into various parts 
of South America. 

Tt became my privilege during the 
vear to meet two gentlemen from Mex- 
ico who were very anxious to find a 
herd numbering into the hundreds which 
they could send into Mexico. So great 


ttle become 


has the demand for these ca 
that it is difficult to find a man from 
Maine to Georgia, or from Massachu- 
setts to Oregon, who is wiling to dis- 
pose of at any reasonable price a single 
voung creature. While from the plains 
of the West. where men are accustomed 
simply to breed and raise large herds 
of cattle for beef. there comes a demand 
or the surplus bulls of this breed with 
which to improve the breeding condi- 
tions of that section. 

Now if it can be safely argued, as 
we helieve it can, that this demand has 
irisen because of the presentation of 


+ 


evidence through the instrumentality of 
our Advanced Registry system, that no 
other breed of cattle are comparable 
with the Holstein-Friesian; if also it is 
true, aS we are brepared to assert, that 
the milk produced is nearest in its com- 
ponents to that schon by the human 
family, and that Deing produced by 


strong, vigorous, healthy cows, with 
mild and phlegmatic temperaments, it 





better provides for the sustenance of the 
human family. That it is more nutri- 
tious and more healthful than any other 
we ae prepared to show by data at our 
command which is beyond contradic- 
tion. Then I ask you what is the duty 
of thts association and of each individual 
member who knows from his own ex- 
perience and observation that what we 
assert is true? TI say toyou, first, let us 
continue to spread the glad tidings; sec- 
ond, let us continue to breed and to 
breed carefully and intelligently and 
only from the best specimens that can 
be secured. While it is true that the 
physical condition of these cattle is 
stronger, manifestly stronger, than any 
other breed; while it is true that they 
are less liable to disease than any other, 
vet it is important that we should see 
to it that only healthy cows are kept 
and only healthy calves are reared. It is 
also encumbent upon us as an organiza- 
tion and as individuals that in the pro- 
duction of milk every man who owns 
Holsteins should obey every law of 
cleanliness and of decency, and should 
he clean in the production of milk, in 
the care of milk and in the taking of 
milk, and should be equally careful as to 
manner of grooming his herd, and feed- 


ing as well, never forgetting that a 
herdsman should be careful of his per- 
son as well as his treatment of every 
ee 

T desire to offer a few recommenda- 
tions for your consideration. While I 
am not prepared to say that I advise 
the adoption of all, yet some of them 
T believe to be of imperative and ma- 
terial importance, while others vou may 
think are equally so. First, T advise 
that in the coming vear the administra- 
tion arrange a date for five or six meet- 
ings, and that those dates having be- 
come fixed be not changed, my reason 
being that during the past year we have 
suffered no little inconvenience in striv- 
ing to change our date to meet the 
convenience of speakers or of some en- 
Whereas, if the 
dates become fixed and are promul-

thusiastic memper. 


gated the early part of the vear each 
member will find himself able. if he be 
so inclined, to suit his convenience to 
those dates. 

IT recommend for vour consideration 
also the advisability sor the appointment 
of a committee, whose duty it shall he 
by correspondence and such other means 
as they shall find it necessary for the 
accomplishment of the work to secure 
a creditable exhibition of the Holstein- 
Friesian cattle at every agricultural fair 

worthy of notice to be held in New 
a during vear of 1997. T advise 
also, if need be, securing the services 
of a paid agent or agents, whose duty 
it should be to scatter literature at each 
of these fairs in connection with the 








Holstein-Friesian exhibition. I do not 
advise that the work of this committee 
would in any way interfere, nor can I 
see that it would be likely to interfere 
with the work of individuals. But only 
in this way can it be made certain that a 
very large number of exhibitions should 
be made during the coming year. 

I would recommend also the creation 
of a committee whose business it should 
be, and who should be empowered with 
authority to represent this organization 
in the various States, to look after 
healthful legislation. Not only as re- 
gards our own preferred breed of cattle, 
but also legislation regarding the pro- 
duction of milk and _ its distribution. 
And perhaps I can at no time better 
call your attention to the pronounced 
opinions which I have upon this one 
subject than at the present. 

When a few years ago Holstein-Frie- 
sian cows fell into disfavor it led to 
the enactment of laws in various States 
restricting the production and sale of 
milk unless it contained a certain per 
cent. of fat and solids not fat. This 
is all wiong. Such laws are conceived 
in ignorance and fostered in malice, in 
my opinion, and have been fostered in 
many States because men and women 
have not taken the pains to educate

the legislature seeking to procure the 





production of good milk ‘by telling how 
much butter fat it should contain. ‘This 
is a mercantile and not a legislative 
proposition. 

The comparative and relative value of 
milk is easily ascertained by the use of 
the Babcock test: and its value depends 
very largely upon the purpose for which 
it is intended. The farmer, if he in- 
tends to follow the making of butter, if 
he be wise, seeks to secure creatures 
that produce milk with the largest per 
cent. of butter fat content, while the 
man who, producing milk to be sold in 
cities, naturally seeks to secure those 
cows that give the largest quantity of 
milk. 

The members of the National Asso- 
ciation who have for years devoted their 
energies to promoting the interests of 
the Holstein-Friesian cow have, to my 
mind, failed to discover one of the most 
essential points of controversy. It hav- 
ing become a prevailing opinion that 
the Holstein-Friesian cow produces 
milk low in butter fat content, which

opinion was Well 


grounded, everybody 
seemed to jump at .he conclusion that 
in order to make the Holstein cow val- 
uable she must be so bred as to increase 
the butter fat content in her produc- 
tion. Looking to this end, these breed- 
es have vied with each other in their ad- 
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vertisements and in their public declara- 
tion that they have gotten together a 
herd the production of which would 
average 4 per cent. butter fat. A figure 
above the requirements of any State 
law. So persistently has this been 
piomulgated that everything else has 
been lost sight of, and everybody who 
has sought to inform himself upon the 
subject has become imbued with the 
idea that all it is necessary to do to 
make the Holstein-Friesian cow the 
greatest cow in the world is to make 


her produce milk with the 4 per cent. 


butter fat content. And all it is neces- 
sary for the breeder to do to sell his 
stock at a fabulous price to the new be- 
ginner is to be able to show him such 
production. This has enabled a great 
many men to be successful and make 
the breeding of cattle very profitable. 
This is perfectly legitimate from a busi- 
ness standpoint, but if we are to take 
a broader view, and as representative 
breeders, we desire to lay a foundation 
which shall redound to the more per- 
manent establishment of the vaiue of 
these cattle, if we are to realize that as

something to this vocation beside that 
of making money, then we must realize,

It 
is our duty to make it known through- 
out this broad land of ours what I be- 
lieve is positively true, what I believe 
cannot be disputed or controverted suc- 
cessfully by any sort of scientific ex- 
periments or demonstrations that miik 
containing 3 per cent. of buttter fat 1s 
inealeulably better than that containing 
4 per cent. 

One other thing which I would advise 
is that some step should be taken, some 
resolution passed or some method 
adopted by which it may be well under 
stood that this organization purposes to 


hold itself in readiness to prove 


by any 
sort of test that the Holstein-Friesian 
milk is the best produced in the world, 
and insist upofm its most careful pro 
duction, and condemn any man who 
shall allow his premises to fall into such 
condition as to warrant an officer of the 

Joard of Health to make a single sug- 
eestion in the way of improvement. 

Let it be known we breed with intell:- 
gence, that we produce with scrutiny. 
that we deal honestly, appiy ourselves 
ly in the production of a com- 


assiduous 


modity more essential to the comfort, 
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well-being and prosperity of the human 


family than that of any other nutriment: 


provided for mankind, remembering 
that the purity of the milk and the health 
and vigor of the cow is ten times as 
much importance as the amount of but- 
ter fat contained. 


Che Study Cahle. 


Important Work Proposed and a 
Station Suggested to Do It. 





In the issue of the Ho.sTeIn-FRIESIAN 
Wortp of October 15 I called attention 
to the importance of mastering the laws 
of dairy selection through systematic in- 
vestigations and conclusions drawn 
therefrom. I also gave reasons why the 
Wisconsin Experiment Station is best 
fitted to take up this important work 
and carry it on to success. I now wish 
to emphasize the importance of this 
work by calling attention to the graphic 
statements of Wilber J. Fraser, Chief 
in Dairy Husbandry, University of ‘Tlli- 
nois, in an article entitled “Cow Paths 
that Lead Far Apart,” illustrated in a 
very striking picture, all of which ap- 
pear in Hoard’s Dairyman of Novem- 
ber 2. 

Professor Fraser says: “Illinois has 
million dairy cows. Like men, they 


1ot all travel the same path nor 


Extensive investigations by the Illinois 
Station indicate that a fourth of all these 
cows produce no more than 133% Ibs. 
butter fat per cow. Allowing $30 per 
year for feed—and who would figure it 


less ?—their profit is 77 cents per cow 


per year. It takes one of these cows 
4'2 days to earn one cent profit. On the 
ther hand, the highest fourth produce 
a clear profit of $31.32 per cow after 
taking $38 for feed. One of this latter 
class of cows is worth as much in actual 
profit to the dairymen of Illinois as 
jO 2-3 cows of the former class. As a 
remedy for this state of things, he ex- 
‘aims: “Turn on the light of the scales 
and test—turn off the poor cows to the 
buteher—and turn all his [the dairy- 
man’s] attention to the high-producing 
cows that make a specialty of turning 
feed into milk and money.” 

I need not affirm that I agree emphati 
cally with Professor Fraser. <A _ large 
part of my life has been spent in urging 
and foreing the scales and the Babcock 
test upon American dairymen. The Ex- 
periment Stations of this country are 
doing a great work in testing cows and 
in instructing dairymen how to apply 
the Babcock test and the scales to their 
herds; vet there is further work to be 
done in teaching dairymen how to se- 
lect and breed superior dairy cows. 

The dairymen of our country as a 
class are men of more than average in- 
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telligence, yet they have no adequate 
knowledge on the selection and breed- 
ing of superior dairy cows. Our agri- 
cultural societies, our agricultural insti- 
tutes and to a greater or less degree our 
State Departments of Agriculture are 
under the dominating influence of those 
who handle purebred horses, cattle, 
sheep and swine. Only such are ehib- 
ited at our fairs, and rarely are any 
others advocated by institute workers. 
We have great producers among our 
native and grade cows, yet no premiums 
are offered for the exhibition of these 
classes, and our dairy journals are silent 
as to their value and existence except 
with view of increasing the amount of 
foreign blood in their veins. They are 
usually denounced as “scrubs,” and no 
thought or attention is given to the fact 
that not infrequently inferior animals 
of the pure breeds are of less producing 
value. “A good cow may have a bad 


calf,’ is an old adage. I am not sure 
that it ought not to read, a pure-bred 
cow may have a scrub calf. T am not 
trying to “write down” pure-bred cattle, 
but only “scrubs” of all classes. There 
is always more da.ger that a breeder 
will fail to discover inferiority in a calf 
from a upre-bred cow than from a native 
or a grade cow. 

The original system of “advanced reg- 
istry” in this country .equired a careful 
description of every animal received for 
entry. The reason for this requirement 
was given in the first volume that was 
published. I quote a few lines of it. 
“The information gathered in this work 
in regard to the structure and style of 
our noted cows must be of value to all 
who are interested in improving the 
breed. The means are here afforded of 
determining models and of intelligently 
seeking such combinations of breeding 
as will produce our ideals in form and 








structure. . . . Years will add espe- 
cial value to this part of the work. The 
time is coming when it will be regarded 
quite as important to trace peculiarities 
of structure and peculiarities of qualities 
in the lines of ancestry as to trace pedi- 
grees.” Why? “There is yet to be a 
science of cattle selection and cattle 
breeding. But such a science can never 
be established without a multitude of 
observations such as this work affords.” 
In this language is an expression of my 
hopes at that early day. I saw the need 
of discovering the “laws of dairy selec- 
tion.” I soon discovered that the sys- 
tem of advanced registration must drop 
this part of its original purpose. It was 
too muah for it to carry and win suc- 


_ cess with breeders of pure-bred cattle. 


They had little or no interest in this 
subject. Now, after many years of 
thought on the subject I am anxious to 
see it taken up not by a breeders’ asso- 
ciation, but by some well equipped ex- 
perimental station like that of Wiscon- 
sin. S. Hoxie.

Shipping Young Calves. 
Bainbridge, N. Y., Oct. 27, ’o6.

Dear Sir: I sold to J. C. Young, of 
Liberty, N. Y., today two young cows 
that I believe will be the nicest milking, 
yellowest hided and finest dairy cows in 
Sullivan county when he gets them 
home. I expect they will advertise for 
me as well as the Wortp as far as 
they go. 

The Jucunda Echo bull calf adver- 
tised in the Wortp went to H. H. Van 
Cott right here at home, although the 
adv. would have sold him in Wisconsin. 

Now I want to know if it is possible 
to express a pair of young calves to 
Elkhorn, Wis., and have them arrive in 
good shape when they drink milk only, 
say, three or four weeks old. 

Your paper has brought me an order 
from there, and I do not want to send 
them unless they will arrive in good 
condition. Instructions through the pa- 
per might be of benefit to other inex- 
perienced breeders. 

The enclosed list of names are cus- 
tomers and near-by breeders of either 
pure-breds or grades, and I thought per- 
haps you might like to send them sam- 
ple copies.

(Mr. Brown, editor of the HorstE1n- 
FRrIESIAN Wortp, has referred to us your 
letter to him, under date of October 
27th, in which you ask if it is possible 
to epress a pair of calves to Wiscon- 








sin and have them arrive in good shape, 
when they are still drinking milk. 
‘Having had a long experience in ship- 
ping animals of all ages by express, we 
are pleased to advise you that such a 
shipment as you mention will be well 
taken care of, and there is every reason 


to expect that the calves would reach 


their destination in good condition if 
properly billed and accompanied by the 
food necessary to last them during the 
trip. When shipping calves to points 
so far distant that they will require 
feeding on the trip, we usually send 
milk with them in tin cans, of conven- 
ient size, also a pail; and we have our 
agent write on the billing full instruc- 
tions as to times of feeding and amount 
to be fed. It is usually an easy matter 
to learn about how long the animals 
will be on the road, and the shipper can 
then determine the number of feeds that 
wil be required. 

When shipping voung calves to the 
Pacific coast, we have given instruc- 
tions to have the cans refilled with new 
milk when empty, which involves only 
a slight additional cost, and the supply 
is thus kept fresh for the entire trip. 

When shipping older animals that are 
to be on the road over night, we usually 
] 


send with them a large bran sack filled 


with hay, also as many feeds of grain 
as they will require, and a pail for wa- 
tering. It is a good idea to separate the 
different feedings by tying the bags 
closely between them. This makes it 
an easy matter for the expressman t9 
feed the right amount each time, and 
the grain is more likely to hold out. 

We include a sack of hay, bag of 
grain and pail in the billing, and our 
shipping instructions read something 
like the following: 

“Keeo hay before the anmal all the 
time. Give one feed of grain at 6 p. m., 
also at 6a.m. Water at same time.” 

We understand ‘that the expressman 
is required to report the carrying out of 
hese instructions; and in all our ex- 
perience, during which we have shipped 
animals by express to California, Ore- 
gon, Canada and the West Indies, we 
have known of only two instances in 
which our feeding instructions were 
neglected, while in every case the ani- 
mals have reached their destination in 
good condition. 

We may add that in our judgment 
calves ought not to be shipped at less 
than a month old, and for a long-dis- 
tance shipment we should prefer to 
have them a couple of months old.

The name Holstein 
How Pronounce should be pronounced 
‘s Holstein.”’ with the long o, and 

long 7 sound. Ac- 
cording to the idiom of our langauge. 
when two vowels come together in a 
syllable the latter should be pronounced, 
and with the long sound. We suppose 








that ci in Holstein is pronounced like 
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long e so often because that in many 
words derived from the Latin the letter 
t is pronounced like long e. This comes 
from the fact of the Latin alphabet i 
being pronounced like our long e, while 
the Latin alphabet e is pronounced like 
our long a, and the Latin alphabet a like 
our ah. However, when i is pronounced 
like long e in words derived from the 
Latin it is not immediately preceded by e 
in the same syllable. The name Holstein 
is not of Latin but of German origin, 
being derived from a province of that 
name in Germany. Breeders should 
pronounce the name of their breed cor- 
rectly.

Wrong Use of the not be charged with 
Article ‘‘an”’ pedantry if we re- 

fer in this connec- 
tion to another common error, and one 
which occurs often in good literature. 
I refer to the use of an for a before 
words beginning with the sound of u. 
The error occurs from a wrong under- 
standing of the dictionary explanation. 
The dictionaries say that we should use 
a before words beginning with a con- 
sonant sound, and an before words be- 
ginning with a vowel sound. Observe 
that the dictionaries say use an before 
words beginning with a vowel sound, 
not before words beginning with a 
vowel. This distinction is important, 
for while u is a vowel, its pronunciation 
does not begin with a vowel sound, but 
with the sound of consonant y. Pro- 
nounce « and you will see that the pro- 
nunciation commences with a deep chest 
tone, that of consonant y, and ends with 
the sound of 00, which is thrown out 
even beyond the lips. Most people. 
when they hear such expressions as, au 
universalist, an unitarian, an eulogium, 
etc. ,realize that they do not sound right; 
but suppose that they are used accord- 
ing to the dictionary rule, whereas such 
use is, in fact, according to a miscon- 
ception of the rule. We should say a 
universalist, a unitarian, a eulogium, ete. 
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Perhaps we 
A ‘*Milch Cow” or Should apologize 
A ** Milk Cow?”’ to our readers 

for taking up this 
subject again, but as some of our con- 
temporaries are seeking to establish the 
use of the latter expression by heaping 
opprobrium upon the former we feel a 
sort of justification in doing 30. Some 
who advocate the use of the expression 
“milk cow” declare that we have a prece- 
dent for such use in such common terms 
as “milk stool,” “milk pail,” “milk maid,” 
“milk train,” etc. Others facetiously 
assert that if we say “milch cow” we 
must say “milch stool,” “milch pail,” 
“milch maid,” “milch train,” etc. We 
presume that those who present these 
arguments know the fallacy in them, but 





we intend to answer them seriously, as 
though they were put forth in good 
faith. 

In such expressions as “milk stool,” 
“milk pail,” milk maid,” it is likely that 
we have in the word “milk” a contrac- 
tion of the word “milking.” Instead of 
“milk stool,” etc., we shouid have “milk- 
ing stool,” etc., the word “milking” be- 
ing a verbal or participle adjective, de- 
rived from a verb, but having the office 
of an adjective. The contracted form 
gives us the apparent anomaly of one 
noun modifying another. It is probable 
that every similar case should be con- 
strued in the same general manner. In 
the case of “milk train,” the virtual con- 
traction consists in the word “carrying” 
being dropped out. “A milk train is a 
contraction for “a milk-carrying train.” 

On the other hand, we do not say “A 
milch stool,” etc., because Webster de- 
fines “milch” as meaning “giving milk,” 
and a stool does not give milk; no more 
does a pail or a train give milk. Be- 
sides, Webster’ expressly states that 
“milch” is applied only to beasts. 

When we say “a milk cow” we must 
conceive the word “giving” left out, but 
when we say “a milch cow” we are not 
obliged to supply anything to complete 
the meaning as “milch” means “giving 
milk.” 

We do not see why a term should be 
preferred which requires the supplying 
of a word to complete our meaning, to 
a simple term which exactly expresses 
our meaning. As to individual words, 
we cannot see that the hard sound in k 
has anything to recommend it over the 
soft sound of ch, or that one is any more 
refined or elegant than the other.

Washington Letter. 


High Price of Meats in Germany— 
Corn Breeding—Farm Crops— 
International Corference. 





Special Correspondence. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 

According to government advices the 
prices of all kinds of meats are advanc- 
ing in Germany, and the advances have 
caused a great falling off in the de- 
mand, compelling many butchers to go 
out of business. The German Butchers’ 
Union has petitioned the authorities to 
allow the importation of cattle from 
Denmark and swine from France, but 
they ask for the exclusion of meat 
packed in casks, and that no canned 
meats be used in the army or navy. An 
ordinary cow now brings in Germany 
from $71 to $95, while finer grades sell 
from $119 to $166. Cows are much 
used on the farms for draught purposes, 
instead of horses. Farm labor has not 
advanced in proportion to the prices of 
products. Much of the farm labor is 
performed by women, and the wages 
range from $60 to $71 per year, includ- 
ing board and lodging. Prices of meats 
have been steadily advancing to the con- 
sumer in this country, but have not yet 
reached the stage to drive dealers to 


close from the want of patronage. The- 


new meat inspection law is charged by 
the packing houses with being the cause 
of the advanced prices. Thus the con- 
sumer gets it on one hand and the pro- 
ducer on the other, the packers and 
dealers getting the benefit. 

* * * 


For a number of years the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has been conduct- 
ing a series of experiments at different 
stations in breeding and in preventing 
the inbreeding of corn. The experi- 
ments have not been altogether success- 
ful, but are in the progress of reachink

to a higher state in the cultivation of 
corn, both in the quantity and quality 
of the grain. As one method of pre- 
venting inbreeding, or to entirely elim- 
inate it, detasseling has been resorted 
to, but the result is still an open ques- 
tion. The detasseling process has been 
more extensively tried at the Illinois 
station than at any other, and the con- 
clusion has been reached that if it is 
beneficial at all it is most likely to be 
on poor sol or in dry seasons. It was 
also demonstrated that sometimes de- 
tasseling results in a decreased yield at 
first. The detasseled corn, owing to the 
absence of pollen, had no influence on 
the breeding of tasseled corn, but was 
cross-bred itself each year of the ex- 
periments. It is proposed to continue 
the experiments for several years yet, 
in the hope that a successful system of 
cross-breeding will be developed that 
wil increase the yield and at the same 
time improve the quality. 
* * * 


It is estimated that the crops in the 
United States this year will supply 
.$70,000,000 worth each month of the 
year for export. ‘Cotton will lead off 
with about $400,000,000 for the year to 
its credit. It is the surplus products of 
the farms of the United States that 
brings to this country every year more 
than one-half of the world’s supplly of 
gold. A part of this we send back 
in payment of manufactured articles 
bought in other parts of the world, for 
tea, coffee and sugar, and another part 
is taken across the seas by American 
tourists and foolish American girls who 
persist in marrying beggarly foreigners, 
but enough is left here annually to make 
us the most prosperous people in the 
world. The American farm is the 
source of American wealth, and not our 
Alaska gold, and our Colorado silver 
mines, nor our manufacturing indus- 
tries, great as they are.

The conference that is soon to be held 
between representatives of the United 
States and of the German Government 
on the tariff question may result in 
great good to American farmers. It is 
highly probable that a mutual under- 
standing will be reached by the two gov- 
ernments on the tariff question that will 
operate to prevent the going into effect 
of the German prohibitory tariff next 
July.

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Summary of Official Records 
Aug, 1to Oct. 31, 1906. 





Unless otherwise mentioned, these rec- 
ords are for a period of seven consecu- 
tive days. They are made under the 
careful supervision of State Agricul- 
tural Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
and their accuracy is vouched for by 
them; no private records are reported 
by the Holstein-Friesian Association. 

During the period from August Ist to 
October 31st, 1906, records for 73 cows 
have been accepted, five of which were 
begun more than eight months after 
freshening. All made seven-day, and 
one made a fourteen-day record. The 
averages by ages were as follows: 

Twenty full aged cows averaged: age 
6 years, 10 months, 16 days; days from 
calving, 28; milk, 417.4 lbs.; per cent fat, 
3.53; fat, 14.730 lbs. Six four-year-olds 
averaged: age, 4 years, 4 months, 13 
days; days from calving, 13; milk, 414.7 


lbs.; per cent. fat, 3.58; fat, 14.841 Ibs. 
Tifteen three-year-olds averaged: age. 
3 years, 6 months, 7 days; days from

milk, 3038 lbs.; per cent. 
fat, 3.39; fat, 12.326 Ibs. Tewnty-seven 
heifers classed as two-year-olds aver- 
aged: age, 2 years, 4 months, 13 days; 
days from calving, 32; milk, 295.0 Ibs.; 
per cent. fat, 3.41; fat, 10.05 lbs. 

This herd of 68 animals, of which 
nearly two-thirds were two and three- 
year-old heifers, produced in seven con- 
secutive days 24,257.7 milk, contain- 
ing 839.886 lbs. butter fat, showing an 
average of 3.46 per cent. fat. The aver- 
age yield for each animal was 3506.7 Ibs. 
milk, containing 12.351 lbs. of butter fat, 
equivalent to 51 Ibs., or 25 quarts milk 
per day, and 14.4 lbs. of best creamery 
butter per week. Considering that these 
cows were tested during fly-time and in 
the hottest months of the year, the av- 
erage yield is very remarkable and the 
per cent. of fat slightly higher than 
usual. 

Pontiac Akkrum, 19.733 Ibs. fat from 
533.3 lbs. milk, and ‘Mechthilde Henger- 
veld, 19.46 lbs. fat from 539.8 Ibs. milk, 
head the list of full aged cows, while 
Clothilde Rhoda and ‘irix Mercedes De

Ibs. milks, and Pontiac Minerva, 12.012 
lbs. fat from 314 lbs. milk, shows up 
finely. 

The records begun more than eight 


months after calving make the usual fine 
showing, and that made by 'Copia Hen- 
gerveld 3d is noteworthy. This heifer, 
calving at 2 years, 5 months, 9 days, 
made a record of 14.642 lbs. butter fat 
from 391.6 lbs. milk; then, 271 days from 
calving, she has made a record of 10.2 
Ibs. fat from 284.9 Ibs. milk. Such rec- 
ords show what H.-F. cows and heifers 
can do, and explain why the breed 
is so popular among farmer-dairymen, 
whether milk-shippers or butter or 
cheese-makers.

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Conscript of 1813. 

A CONTINUED STORY. 
Translated from the French by the editor 
of the H.-F. World. 

I awoke in the night in the midst of 
silence. Clouds traversed the sky, and 
the moon looked down upon the aban- 
doned village, the overturned cannon 
and the piles of dead, as it had looked 
since the commencement of the world 
upon the waters that flow, the grasses 
that grow and the leaves that fall in 
autumn. Men in no respect resemble 
things eternal; those who are about to 
die comprehend this better than others. 

I could scarcely move, and I suffered 
much. I found that I could move my 
right arm, and succeeded in raising my- 
self a little upon my shoulder; faces 
were as white as snow; some with 
mouths and eyes wide open; others 
their faces to the ground, cartridge belts 
and knapsack upon their backs, their 
hands still grasping .heir guns. I be- 
held this in a kind of terrible fright; 
my teeth chattered. 

I tried to call for help; my 
sounded like the feeble cry of a sobbing 
child, and I fell back in despair. But 
this feeble cry that I had uttered in the 
silence awoke others near by, and the 
awakening extended in all directions;

I thought: “Ah! poor father and 
mother, if you had seen that vou raised 
your child with so much love and care 
in order that he perish one day miser- 
ably, alone, far from all assistance, what 
would have been your desolation and 
your maledictions upon those who have 
brought him to this condition! Ah, if 
you were here! If I could only beg 
your pardon for the pains that I have 
given you!” 

Thinking like this, the tears covered 
my cheeks, my breast heaved, and long 
I sobbed to myself.

Yes, I thought that, for 
I knew that we had loved each other 
from childhood, and that she would 
never forget me. One tear followed 
another down my cheeks; nevertheless 
it did me some good to have this confi- 
dence in her, and of being sure that she 
would carry her love for me to her 
grave. 

Towards morning the dew com- 
menced to fall. The monotonous noise 
of the dripping from the roofs in the 
gardens and streets filled the silence. I 
meditated upon God, who since the com- 
mencement of time has done the same 
things, whose power is without bounds, 
who pardons faults because of his good- 
ness, and I hoped that he would pardon 
me in consideration of my sufferings. 

As the dew was very heavy, it finally 
ended by filling the little gutter. From 
time to time one heard a wall fall in 
the village, or a roof give way. Towards 
the break of day the animals, frightened 
away by the battle, commenced to re- 
turn; a goat bleated in a neighdoring 
stable; a great dog belonging to a citi- 
zen, his tail between his legs, passed 
and looked at the dead; the horse see- 
ing him, snorted in a violent manner; 
he took the dog, perhaps, for a wolf; 
the dog fled. 

All these details return to me, because 
at the moment of death one sees all, 
hears all; one says to himself, as it were, 
“Took, listen, for soon you will neither 
hear nor see any jonger anything in 
this world!”
